PLACEMENT SERVICE 
TOR ALL SUMMER SCHOOL STUDENTS 


FROM: Mr. Perine, Director of Placement 


Services of the Middlebury College Placement Office are made available to all 
students attending the summer session. The Placement Office provides all students 
and alumni of Middlebury College with a central source of information and with per- 
sonal counseling on career planning. The Placement Library contains a wide variety 
of career material. To take advantage of our services one must be registered with 


this office. Once a form has been filled out and returned to us a permanent file is 
established. 


In order to compile a file it is necessary that we be sent official transcripts 
covering both undergraduate and graduate work with the exception of that done at 
Middlebury. It is also desirable that ten (10) 2 x 3 inch photographs be submitted 
as one is usually included with each dossier sent out. 


We ask for the names and addresses of at least 5 people with whom you have been 
associated so reference forms may be forwarded to them. References should include 


at least one each for educational background, experience, character and a member of 
the Middlebury faculty. 


A modest fee of $15.00 is charged for the placement services. Once registered 
and having paid the fee one is entitled to receive notification of all school 
vacancies that come to our attention pertaining to your field of study and for the 
particular academic year that you are seeking employment -- whether it be for 
September, 1973 or five years from now. The fee also covers twenty requests for 
dossiers which do not have to be made in any given period of time -- they may cover 
one, two, five years, etc. However, after the twenty dossiers have been sent out 


there will be a renewal fee of $5.00 for our services and the issuance of each 
additional ten dossiers. 


Dossiers contain the following information: 


1. Personal data - age, marital status, degrees and dates received, majors, 
academic honors, foreign residence and travel, service record, hobbies, etc. 


2. Undergraduate and graduate course titles and credits received. This office 
does not issue grades. If official transcripts are needed they must be 
obtained directly from the Registrar's Office of each institution attended 
- including Middlebury. 


3. Experience -- which includes the name and address of the schools or firms, 
nature of work, dates one began and terminated all employment. 


4. Confidential references. 


Periodically throughout the summer, schools and government agencies may be send- 
ing representatives to the Middlebury campus to interview candidates. The inter- 
views will be held at the Placement Office and those interested should make an 
appointment as soon as possible after the proposed time has been publicized. Students 
who will be studying abroad during the forthcoming year are urged to register with 
the Placement Office before leaving Middlebury this summer and to discuss your future 
plans with the Placement Office staff. 


If you are interested in our services, please stop at the Placement Office and 
pick up a registration form. We are located across the road from Hillcrest, on 
College Street and just west of Forest Hall. Our office hours are from 8:30 a.m. to 
ECOG) omon Monday through Friday.

BookNotes ! 
An interesting project for a couple of years, 
unhappily allowed to die during the Second World 
War, was the establishment of a Bread Loaf Press, 
located in the old Printer's Cabin, whence had 
emanated the Bread Loaf Inn menus in the days of 
Joseph Battell. The project was one tangible re- 
minder of what Robert Frost used to refer to as 
'meddlin’ or ‘the bringing up of Bread Loaf." The 
press was in operation at the School during the 
sessions of 1940 and 1941. In the preceding year 
(1939) the school had issued two anthologies--- 
The Bread Loaf Anthology of Poetry, with contribu- 
tions from more than forty Bread Loaf students and 
Faculty, past and present, and a foreward by Robert 
Frost; and The Bread Loaf Anthology of Plays, ed- 
ited by Hortense Morese. The list of other publi- 
cations was ultimately rounded out with.....etc.

BL Student Profile 

This year’s total student enrollment is 200 (106 women, 94 men), 
with 45 of that number living off-campus. The average student age 
is 30 (compared with last year’s 31) and the median age is 26 (com- 
pared with 28 last year). 

Bread Loaf's 200 students represent 142 colleges. Middlebury 
leads with 11 students, while Boston University, Castleton State 
College, Colgate, Princeton, and Williams are tied for 2nd place with 
4 grads each. 

Twenty-seven states and 5 foreign countries (Canada, England, Ken- 
ya, Puerto Rico & Switzerland) are represented on the Mountain this 
summer. Of the 27 states, the high scorers are New York (42), Mass- 
achusetts (38), Pennsylvania (16), Connecticut (14), New Jersey (13), 
Vermont (12) and New Hampshire (10).

In a year of political disclaimer, when allegiances were (are) 
criminal for the politician and shameful for the voter, Ripton, Ver- 
mont, Should not have felt the need to apologise any more than the 
rest.

conservative Vermont town, which, surprisingly, it is not. 


The 1972 presidential campaign showed the town voting a higher 
liberal percentage than the country as a whole.

This repre- 
sents 61% (Nixon) versus 39% (McG), compared with the statewide per- 
centages of 66% to 34% and the national return of 64% to 36%.
